1 . An action on the merits of claims 1-28 (Group I) is included in this office action 
with claims 29-36 (Group II) canceled. 

2. The term "species" should be included in the detailed description of the invention. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.

The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The circuitry and/or "structure" of the actuator control scheme 312, safety 
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scheme 314, customization scheme 316, conflict control module 118 have not been 
described in the disclosure so as to enable one skilled in the art to make and use the 
same. Clarification is requested without adding new matter. 

8. Walter (5535622) and Betts (US 2001/0052727 A1 ) disclose brake performance 
sensing arrangements.
